Former Illinois Congressman, Back From Philippines,
Gives Interesting Views on Island Affairs.

The 10,000,000
inhablitants of the
Phillppines are
practically uunan!-
mous 1o thelr de-
sire for Independ-
ence,

This s the
strongest lmpres-
glon that 1 have
brought back with
me after touring
the islands from

e one end to the
Clyde H. Tavenner, Other, and after
having come In
contact with all classes of the people,

I found, however, thgt the viewpoint
of Americans In the Philippines, and
Americans In the United States, on the
gubject of Independence, is mnot the
pame.

Tha attitude of the American gov-
prnment, and the great mass of the
people of the United States, is to con-
sider the Philippine question from the
unselfieh viewpolnt of what s best
for the Fillipine peopls Ninety-five
per cent of the oppesitlen to Inde
pendence emanates from Ameriean In-
vestors In the lslands who are quite
naturally more interested In the size
of their dividends than the freedom of
an allen people,

The unfertunate feature of the sit-
uation is that the epponents of Inde-
pendence, in order to convince the peo-
ple of the United States that the Fili-
plnos should not be granted thelr in-
dependence, find It necessary to libel
un entire race. To tell a sensitive
Ohristian people that they shall not
have thelr promised Independence be-
cause they are not fit for it will In
the end prove a mistaken polley. It
will enly make thelr demand for In-
dependence the atronger.

At the present time, however, the
masses of the Fillpine people still
have absoluta confidence in the good
faith of Amerlea. Thelr loyalty -and
gratitude to Uncle Bam has not as
yet been impaired by the misrepre-
hentations of the retentlonlsts. Thelr
leaders are intelligent enough to dis-
tinguish between those Amerlcans
whe oppose their aspiratipns te in-
tlependence for purely selflsh reasons,
und the great mass of the American
people whom they knew deslre this
gevernment te do by the Fllipinos
poly that which s just and right.

¢d we would withdraw our soverelgnty
from the Phllippine Isiands,

It might, at fArst thought, seem
strange that In thelr sincere appre-
clution of all that we have done for
them the Filipino people should place
nfust emphasis on the promise to grant
them thelr Independence. For It can-
not be successfully denled that on the
whole the Unlted States has trented
the Fillipine people better than any
natlon ever treated a dependent allen
people in all the days since the curtaln
rose on the dawn of clvilization. If
wa do not spoll it, It Is a record that
we can be proud of.

But it really lsn't so strange that
the Flliplno should love us more for
our promise to glve them soverelgnty
over themselves than for our other
good works, for which, aftee all, out-
slde of army and navy expenditures,
the Fillplnes have been taxed, and
properly so, for every cent of the cost.
If we but reverse the sltuntion, and
place oursclves in the shoes of the
Filipines, which cannot be sald to be
an unfalr way of getting at the other
fellow's vlewpoint, we shall see that
it Is not strange.

Suppose that Great Britnln or any

other power that you can think of by re-
ferring to your geography or history,
should {mpose its soverelgnty upon us
against our will and then give us an
Infinitely better government than we
pow enjoyl Could any such forelgn
power ever succeed In convincing us
that it had our welfare more at beart
than we have ourselves,
But to return to my story, the Fill-
plnos heartily thanked us for the
Jones law, consldering It a sort of n
covenant between the Fllipino and
Amerlean peoples, and Immedlately
applied themselves to the task of set-
ting up tha prescribed stable govern-
ment. And they set it up. It is In
the Phillppines now. America’s own
representative in the lslands, the gov-
ernor general, offeclally reports It 1s
there, and recommends that since the
Filipinoa have earnestly fulfilled thelr
part of the agreement, Amerlen should
be as prompt in carrying out its purt
of the contract,

whom were representatives of only
three Democratic papers.
